COURT HOUSE, Washington, Nov. 1.—Corruption, out of 
which originally sprang the conspiracy trial of Harry F. 
Sinclair and former Secretary of the Interior Fall; today 
brought the trial to an untimely and spectacular halt. 

Evidence of jury tampering, presented yesterday to the 
grand jury and this morning to Justice Frederick L, Siddoris, 
not only made a mistrial certain, but promjsed the early indict- 
ment of a large number of persons on charges of conspiring to 
obstruct justice.

Private Detectives Active. 

The principal discoveries .which 
led to the abrupt halting of the 
tr‘al ‘this morning, concerned the 
activities of a large squad of pri- 
vate detectives who arrived | in 
Washington from New York on ‘the 
same day that the jury‘in the con- 
spiracy trial was sworn. These de- 
tectives are members of the Burns’ ; 
Detective Agency, at the head. of’ 
which is W. J. Burns, who was 
chief of the Bureau. of Investiga- 
tion of the Department of Justice 
under Attorney-General Dougher- | 
ty. 

On the day that the jury was 
sworn, and it became known that 
the jurors were not to be locked 
up, half,a dozen of _these opera- 
tives: arrived here and registered 
at various hotels under assumed 
names. At various times during 
the two weeks that the trial has 
been in progress,.a total of 16 are 
known to have worked ‘on this 
case, 

Yesterday afternoon agents of 
the Department of Justice, armed 
with a’search warrant, descended 
suddenly upon a room in the 
Wardman Park Inn, occupied by 
Charles G. Ruddy, a manager for 
the Burns Agency, and seized a 
large stack of reports made to him. 

These revealed that the detec- 
tives had engaged*in a most elab- 
orate and exhaustive shadowing of 
the jurors. They disclosed, more- 
over, that remarkable efforts had 
been made to reach persons either 
related to the jurors, or friendly to 
them. The license number of every 
automobile in which a. juror rode 
during the trial was taken, and the 
owner’s name obtained, in the ef- 
fort to find persons through which 
“contacts” could be obtained.

Woodward is the millionaire 
owner of the Woodward & Lath- 
rop Department Store here. 

“Day,” Burkinshaw’s§ affidavit 
continued, “‘was what is known as 
the contact man between the real 
employer and the Burns Agency. 
It is my belief that the real em- 
ployer is Harry F. Sinclair. I have 
not yet been able to _ interview 
Woodward and Day, and am unable 
to state what they will say as to 
who enlisted their services. 

“Since Oct. 18, the day on which 
the jury was sworn, there have 
been some or all of 16 detectives 
working in Washington on this job. 
The activities of the detectives have 
heen inimical to the proper admin- 
istration of justice in this court, 


It was through the honor and 
honesty of Akers, a street car 
conductor, that the Washington 
Herald obtained its first informa- 
tion concerning Kidwelf’s conduct.

“In the course of a conversation 
among Akers, Kidwell and myself, 
Akers .remarked to Kidwell some- 
thing to the effect that Kidwell had 
no right to convict anybody of any- 
thing after all he had done him- 
self. Kidwell laughed at this, and 
said that he never did anything in 
his life. Akers remarked that he 
didn’t see how Kidwell had been 
picked as a juror and Kidwell, ei- 
ther at that time or tater in the 
conversation, remarked that he was 
a pretty good yes-and-no man; that 
he would give his answers yes or 
no as he wanted fo give them, and 
these smart lawyers could not make 
him say what he did not want to 
Say.

“Kidwell said he was getting $5 
a day for service on the jury, but 
Was not paying a whole lot of at- 
tention to what was going on. 
“Kidwell further said that there 
was nothing wrong with this fellow 
Sinclair; that he was all right, and 
that he was a democratic fellow, 
and acted just like anybody else. 
He said he had so much money that 
he didn’t have to put on airs.

“Kidwell also stated that the 
roembers of the jury had on one 
occasion had a game of cards and 
when one of the jurors had ‘gone 
broke,’ Kidwell himself had sug- 
gésted starting a dice game.

The. law provides two 
penalties in cases of jury tamper- 
ing. For individuals who singly 
attempt to influence or intimidate a 
juror, the maximum penaity is one 
year’s imprisonment and $1000 
fine. In cases where two or more 
persons conspire to influence a 
jury’s verdict, the maximum penal- 
ty’ for each offender is six years in 
prison and $5000 fine. 

The maximum penalty for the 
offense for which Sinclair and 
Fall were being tried, namely, con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government, 
is two years’ imprisonment and 

2500 fine.

OU seemingly overlook the trolley’s 
one irremediable defect that con- 
demns it to obsolescence as a surface 
carrier in this age of flexible transporta- 
tion. 

Being tied to its rails, it must seek its 
patronage in midstreet, the path to which 
across the ever-increasing stream of auto- 
mobiles is strewn with dead or crippled 
bodies. In attempting, first by restrictive 
ordinances, and then by structures of one 
kind or another—buttons, stanchions and 
finally the deadly “safety islands” of con- 
crete, to minimize this tragic toll of its 
archaic system, the trolley railroad has 
become so increasingly obstructive of all 
vehicular movement that today it encum- 
bers from two-thirds to three-fourths of 
all but the widest stréets.

MR. MELLON’S TAX PROGRAM. 


Secretary Mellon, at the opening of the tax hear- 
ings of the House Ways and Means Confmittee, places 
the limit of tax reductions at a low figure—lower 
than was anticipated, although it has been rumored 
that he would cut reduction below any previous esti- 
mates.

» BEWARE OF “DEAD HORSES.” 

There is in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch story of 
transportation in Philadelphia, and how it has been 
redeemed from mere exploitation to useful public 
plain warning to St. Louis.

It is to beware of dead horses! 

Philadelphia has added to her surface lines two 
subways and two elevateds, uniting the whole, wheth- 
er owned by private capital or the municipality, un- 
der one management. The fare upon all these lines 
is 7% cents. It could be less than that, possibly 5 
cents, if it were not for the “dead horses” the system 
is carrying. What these are the story tells in this 
paragraph: 

The Philadelphia transportation system, like 


that of St. Louis, is a merger of many indepen- 
dent companies—127 of them. These companies 


middle brackets, with incomes of from $16,000 to 
$90,000 a year, who, he says, have not been put on a 
parity wifh the income taxpayers in the lower and 
higher brackets. He proposes to cut the corporation 
tax from 131-2 to 12 per cent and to give the small 
corporations’ net incomes opportunity to be taxed on 
a parity with partnerships. His argument for them 
seems fair and convincing. 

There is no further relief in taxation for the poorer 
taxpayers in the lower brackets. 

Mr. Mellon recommends the retention of taxes on 
automobiles and. amusement tickets, on the ground 
that these are the only taxes which touch the mass 


of taxation would fall upon a few. What about the 
tariff taxes? Certainly they are paid by consumers 
of all sorts and conditions. So are the excise taxes. 

The so-called nuisance taxes which the Secretary 
wants to retain were levied as war emergency taxes 
and are nuisances. The sooner they are abolished 
the better pleased the people will -be. 

Another tax, the repeal of which is recommended, 
is the estate tax, which will bring in revenue, it is 
estimated of only about $7,000,000. Mr. Mellon thinks 
this tax should be left to the states. It is, of course, 
double taxation in all states -which have inheritance 
taxes and it is a tax which belongs properly to the 
states where the estates are settled. There is double 
taxation, however, in the income tax. 

Mr. Mellon emphasizes the fact that income taifes | 
are paid by the few. He says that only 2,501,166 in-| 
dividuals out of 114,000,000 returned taxable incomes, 
and of this number 2,174,148 returned only $33,000,009 | 
of the tax, the balance of $701,000,000 being returned | 
by 327,018 individuals. In short, less than three- | 
tenths of one per cent of our population returned | 
95.5 of the tctal income tax. | 

Is not this as it should be? The theory of taxa- | 
tion is that the burden of taxes should be distributed | 
in proportion to wealth. There is no other theory | 
under which taxes can fairly be levied. Citizens of | 
great wealth and large income can afford to pay high | 
proportionate taxes. They owe more to the Govern- | 
ment than citizens of less means. Of course, ang 
is a limit. The burden should be fairly apportioned. |

as the underliers. The Philadelphia Rapid Tran- 
sit Co., the agency of transportation in Phila- 
delphia today, is an operating company only. It 
owns title to little of the property comprising 
the transportation system. It holds only a lease 
upon the physical property and the franchises of 
the underliers. 

Every one of these franchises is virtually per- 
petual—running for 999 years. The total annual 
rental which Philadelphia car riders pay in fares 
for these “dead horses” is $8,500,000. As the 
city’s system of subways expands, still others of 
these lines of the underliers will fall into disuse 
but the rental still will go on and must be made 
up in. fares. ' 


That will be true in St. Louis if we make the 
same mistake and keep on granting franchises to the 
surface lines. The Past-Dispatch is opposing the 30- 
year franchise sought by the reorganizers of the 
United Railways because it knows that when rapid 
transit comes to the city the situation will be pre- 
cisely what it has been in Philadelphia. That is, the 
surface lines will have a hold upon the city and its 
streets which cannot be broken by law. We will 
have to add these “dead horses” to the transportation 
system, and they will in’ turn add something to the 
cost of riding on every part of the system, whether 
upon the surface or underground. A Philadelphian 
who is familiar with what has happéned there utters 
this warning to St. Louis: 


The movement of traffic in the modern, grow- 
ing city requires high speed lines, either subways 
or elevated. Our greatest impediment to develop- 
ment of rapid transit are our surface lines which 
are or are becoming “dead horses.” Our $300,- 
000,000 rapid transit system when completed will 
displace many other surface lines, yet such have 
been our mistakes in giving franchises to surface 
lines in the past, that car riders must continue 
to pay rentals for little-used or abandoned lines 
with the result that the carrying charges on high 
speed lines are left on the shoulders of the tax- 
payers. 

Car riders cannot support the “dead horses” of 
ahandoned surface lines plus the cost of modern 
transit facilities. And no city can afford to be 
without modern transit today. 


That Is the advice the Post-Dispatch has been giv 
‘ing the people of St. Louis. It is sound advice, borne 
out by the experience of Philadelphia.

THE FUNDAMENTALS OF FLOOD 
CONTROL, 
From the New York World. 
Sa new session of Congress approaches, 
plans of flood relief multiply. A com- 
mittee of 100 business men from St, Louis 
has just made a tour of the flooded areas 
above Memphis and has formulated the 
“Missouri plan,” calling for an outlay of 
$1,000,000,000 to be raised by bond issues 
over a period of 10 years. The Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States has also 
been studying the problem at first hand, and 
today will send out to its members a refer- 
endum ballot on four proposale—namely, 
that the Government assume the entire cost; 
that it assume the sole responsibility of lo- 
cating, building and maintaining the works; 
that it provide adequate funds for continu- 
ous, efficient work, and that all flood con- 
trol legislation and administration be dealt 
with wholly on its merits and entirely apart 
from any other undertaking. 

These are sane proposals and every one 
of them should be adopted by Congress as a 
basis for_its legislation. It is going to be 
difficult to prevent flood control legislation 
from becoming complicated with other 
measures, A few Congressmen are propos- 
ing schemes to tie their pet local projects to 
a flood contro! bill, and constant vigilance 
will be needed to prevent ‘e exploitation of 
the Mississippi disaster by petty log-rolling 
tactics. 

It may also prove difficult to convince 
some members of Congress that flood relief 
is strictly a Federal problem. No less an 
authority on,such matters than President 
Morgan of: Antioch College argues in the 
Atlantic Monthly that the ration should not 
bear the whole cost of a community’s mis- 
fortunes. Asa general principle this view ‘s 
correct. 3ut President Morgan overlooks 
the fact that the communities damaged by 
the recent flood have been bearing a sub- 
stantial portion of the cost of pretection for 
decades, and that all which.emany of them 
have to show for their outlay is the unpaid 
portion of the debts they have incurred for 
this purpose. The proposal before the 
chamber is sound. The flood menace is due 
to conditions over which local communities 
have no control, and the obligation to meet 
it is national.

THE MAJOR LAYS DOWN HIS STICK.

HE mystic attachment which exists be- 
tween all good editors and all good 


printers unites them in common sorrow 
over the news that Major Philip F. Coghlan 
is dead. At the age of 95 or thereabout the 
Major has pocketed his makeup rule 
and hung up his apron for the last time. 
Another name will appear at the top of the 
seniority list in the composing room of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, a place held with- 
out question or dispute by the Major’s name 
by virtue of forty-four years of continuous 
service with that paper. It belonged by 
right of sentiment at the top of the seniority 
lists of all the composing rooms of the Unit- 
ed States, for when records ‘were searched 
last summer none could be found of any man 
who had had a longer continuous connec- 
tion with the trade than had Major Cogh- 
lan, a working printer for 79 years. 

When the Educational Graphic Arts Ex- 
position was held at the Grand Central Pal- 
ace several weeks ago it awarded a gold 
medal to Major Coghlan as the oldest active 
printer in the country. He led a distin- 
guished list of veterans honored at the 
same time. Among these are J. C. Gra- 
ham of Marvell, Arkansas; William G. J. 
Perry of Malden, Massachusetts, and Wil- 
liam H. Bates, the youngest of whom has 
already spent 72 years in the composing 
room. Fine old gentlemen, every one of 
them, and fine scholars, too, for the printer 
of the old school, who learned his trade as

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Joseph 
Florimond Loubat, scholar and 
philanthropist, known for his gifts 
to charities and educational ineti- 
tutions all over the world Iieft an 
estate of $2,967,466 accorcing to

Loubat made many gifts to the 
Roman Catholic Church and the 
title of Duke was conferred upon 
him by Pope Leo XIII in 15892. 
The Duke died in Paris Feb. 25, 
aged 96. Although he was a ciit- 
zen of the United States he had 
lived in Europe many years. 

The bulk of his wealth was 19%.- 
000 shares of common stock of the 
New York Central Raltlroad Co. 
He al#o possessed $236,124 in cash 
of which $219,226 was on deposit 
in New York. 

Under the will, his cousin, Mrs, 
Aimee Gaillard Johnson of New 
York, received the residuary es- 
tate, appraised at $2,896,047.
